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INTRODUCTION 


With June 1945 came the realizabion that one year had passed since 
the day when the world's attention and hope had been fixed on the Nor- 
mandy Beaches. In that year, much had changed, especially as pertains 
to the physical and architectural shape of the enemy. His cities be- 
came rubble and his armies a rabble. In one year, what Hitler hed 
boasted would last a thousand years was conquered. Suddenly, a maze of 
legal and technical questions arose, where only yesterday, there had 
been but the military question. Words like 'non-fraternization' took 
the place of 'block-buster', and the Military Governments suddenly be- 
came more important than tactical experts. The men of the 100th Group, 
now that the Group's position as an occupational force had been clearly 
defined, took an active interest in the many, complicated and varied 
problems posed by a defeated Germany. 


During the month, the Group participated in three flights from England 


to Casablanca, transporting 1296 passengers in a manner that brought forth 
-commendations from General EUBANK and General HUGLIN. 

On 23 June 1945, Colonel SUTIERLIN relinquished his command of the 
Group, and LT.Colonel JOHN B. WALLACE assumed command. Soon afterwards, 
a flight was made into Germany for the express purpose of inspecting the 
site which had been selected for this Group. The findings were announced 
to all personnel in a letter from Major HORACE L, VARIAN, the Station 
Adjutant. The news was not too pleasant, and it was rumored that strenuous 
efforts would be made to get a better location, 

Meanwhile, men took their passes and furloughs as they came up, ranging 


far and wide over this tight Isle from Torquay to Aberdeen and Belfast, In-

escort was apparently ahead of us defending the lead combat wing of the air 
division. 


7. The IP was reached at 1521.... Earlier in this narrative I classed 
this mission as "standard". From this point on, that classification no longer 
holds true. 


&. By now, much of the ground haze had cleared away. My calculations had 
been proving accurate in my dead reckoning. But all these opportunities to 
check my navigation were unnecessary. Everyone on the crew knew that the in- 
tense black cloud ahead of us marked the vicinity of the target, the town of 
Bremen. I have been exposed to flak before and hadn't been particularly per- 
turbed by its presence. I remember that in all of these instances, each little 
iar burst of "Flieger-abweher-imone" was a distinct, mean-looking, little 
black ball. But now, over Bremen, each little ball had lost its individuality 
and the whole thing was now blended into a huge, angry cloud. Too late I real- 
ized that our combat wing had been briefed to fly at an altitude too similiar 
to that of the previous wing, for we sailed right into the midst of that cloud. 
I could just visualize the gunners on the ground checking buck on heir compu- 
tations and sending up volleys using the same data. . . . At any rate, two min=- 
utes before we hit the target, our plane was hit by the first burst of flak. 

Our ball turret operator, S/Sgt WILLTAM F. MCCLELLAND, announced inaa calm voice 
that his turret had been struck, but not pierced, by a flak burst. From that time 
his turret operated in a jerigy fashion. 


9. Thirty seconds before the bombs were drovped, a burst of flak hit our 
nose compartment, shattering the window to the right of the bombardiers head. 
One fragment sbruck the bombardier, Lt. JAMES R. DOUGLESS, in the left side. 

It tore through his clothing and ripped the cloth of his flak suit but did 

not touch his skin. Despite this distraction, and I am certain that It. DOUG- 
LASS thought he had been injured, he continued the manipulation of his bomb sight 
and bombs were away at 1525. Even accepting tne fact that we had been hit by 
flak, annoyed by fighters, and had been searching for a target obscured by a 
gnoke screen, our own and PRU photographs show that his bombs were dropped 
accurately and destructively. 


10. A mere matter of seconds later, our Number Four engine was destroyed 
by flak, the control wires were shattered, and the left elevator was ripped 
to shreds, plunging our plane into a sort of spinning dive, completely out of 
control. » .» . dust as in the previous paragraph, 1 wished to emphasize the 
complete disregard of personal safety on the part of the bombardier as he con- 
centrated on his job of destroying the target, I wish to emphasize a devotion 
to responsibility far beyond the call of duty in this instance on the part of three 
members of our crew, and later in this narrative to such actions on the part of 
the entire personnel of our. crev. . . . The situation was this: We were plunging 
down in a helpless, careening dive. Flames were blazing from our #4 engine. Our 
control surfaces were all cut and torn. (I might add, parenthetically, that the 
95th Group reported later that we were seen to fall into a flat spin, on fire, 
and that three parachutes were observed to open from our plane.) The normal re- 
acthon on the part of our pilots should have been to think of their own personal 
safety, or in the case of extreme nobility of character perhaps they would have 
been thinking about the other members of the crew. But they did not, even in this 
crisis, forget for one moment that they were the leaders of a great formation. 


Their first thought was of the crews behind them. In unison, as. we fell off 

into our dive, the words came over the interphone to our tail gumer, "Signal 
the deputy leader to take over.” . . . I can't help thinking that as they 

fought for their lives, they might have been excused for being too busy to think 
of their command, but such was not the case. By this signal, the remainder of 
the formation was notified immediately that we had been hit and were aborting. 
This act should have prevented any planes being pulled even a few feet out of 
position into danger from the enemy aircraft buzzing about. (It was the mis- 
fortune of the 100th Bomb Group that the deputy leader was destroyed at this 
time and so many of the flight leaders likewise, that the group was left to do its 
best by tacking onto the 390th Group.) . .. . Back in the radio room, our 

radio onerator, knowing that he was in imminent danger of losing his life, 
remained at his position and radioed in to wing headquarters that "The target 
was bombed at 1525." 


Lil. For 3,000 feet, Captain BLAKELY and Major KIDD fought to get that 
plane under control. It was omly becatise of the superior construction of cur 
bomber, and its perfect maintenance, plus the combihation of two skilled pilots, 
that we ever even recovered from that dive, much less return to our base... If 
I were an expert on stress and strain analysis, or a mechanic, or even a pilot, 
I would dwell at length on the manner in which the plane was restored to flying 
attitude. As it is, the procedure defies my description. But I am certain that 
it was a very great accomplishment, 


12. At 19,000 feet we were throw to the floor, shaken severely, but when 
we were able to look out the windows, we were temporarily assured to note that 
the ground was now in the right place. A hurried consultation was held over interphone’) 
to determine a plan for fighting our way back to England. The following facts had | 
to be considered: We had lost all communication back of the top turret, so that it was - 
impossible to determine the extent of damage or injury. Our control wires were 
fraying as far back as the top turret operator could see, At least two of the 
crew members had reported being hit immediately after we left the target. Qne 
engine was in aich bad condition that bits and finally all of the cowling was 
blasted off. We were lasing altitude so rapidly, probably because of ‘the con- 
dition of the elevator, that any but the shortest route back was beyond con- 
templation.. . . .So we headed across the face of Germany directly for home. 


13. Frou this point till we crossed the coast at 1635, this narrative is 
of necessity lacking in details. I wish that I could have been in on the interphone 
communications which passed between the members in the rear of our ship. For one 
thing, I could have known the exact number of times we were subjected to tail 
attacks, and known the exact circumstances under which our gunners destroyed 
twelve for certain and scored a possible on another enemy aircraft as the Luft- 
waffe contimed itd usual policy of singling out a lone plane and concentrating 
all attacks upon it. As it was, my lack of information and the fact that I was 
so busy getting us in‘thd proper direction for home didn't click with the in- 
formation of our intelligence service and their Radar control, and we received 
eredit for only the destruction of seven planes. Bat every member of the crew 
is positive of twelve. . .. We've always known that we had a good crew. "Way ; 
back in 1942, when the 100th Bomb Group was first formed, the first crew which served ag 
the nucleus of the group was LT. BLAK LY's crew. It had been formed from selected | 
material from three first phase schools. This condition caused the crew to suffer 
the stigma of being called the "model crew". And Lt, BLAKELY kept them good. His 
conscientiousness caused them to get more flying hours in trainingythan anys 
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had completely stopped the flow of blood from all wounds, and had disinfected 

all injuries. He had calmed his patients with morphine. He had them all covered 
with blankets to lessen the shock of the approaching landing and the mental shock 
of their pain. He had encouraged them all during the crossing. Moreover, even though 
his key had been shot away, he still. managed to send out distress signals by 
pounding his finger on his throat mike. 


30, THORNTON cradled LT, VIA with his body in the waist, since the latters 
condition prevented his being moved. The rest of us cushioned ourselves as best 
we could for a landigg we mut new was going to be rough. 


31. And it was. The tail wheel hadn't come down. The brakes were gone. Ons 
elevator was useless. Nothing worked properly at all, and even the hydraulic 
system failed. And to add to it all, just as we hit the ground the frayed cables 
to the rudder snapped. From then on, even the pilots were just riding. 


32. Two large trees stood close together and the plane, now completely 
beyond control, veered toward them. the largest one was hit while the plane was 
travelling about fifty miles per hour, luckily, it passed between the number two 
engine and the pilot's compartment, so we were smimg around instead of being 
jerked to a halt. Nevertheless, the nose compartment was completely destroyed. 


33. But we were on the ground. Even the triumph of this was negated when 
we learned that we had picked an unused field. The planes we had seen on the 
perimeters were dummies, And medical aid was still two hours away. ie did every- 
thing we could. Aid was summoned immediately. The rockets we had fired had been 
seen from Coltishall, so it wasn't long till some RAF medieal officers arrived. We 
are extremely grateful to F/Lt. NOLAN of the Coltishall RAF Base for his medical 
care. . .. Two ambulances arrived and our four wounded men, all busily engaged 
in cheering each other up, were loaded into them and soon were under expert medieal 
care at the Norwich and Norfolk General Hospital. 


3h. I hope I hamen't omittdd any of the details. I know I haven't recreated 
any of the actualities, 


35. it is my understanding that this narrative will be read, edited and 
corrected by Major KIDD, and all members of the crew before it is accepted as the 
true log of this, our Mission to Bremen.

1. It is with a great deal of regret that I relinguish my command of 
the 351st Bombardment Squadron. I should feel much more concerned if I were 
deperting the station, but since I will remain in the group I feel there 
will. alwayé be 2 home in your unit. For this reason I have written this let- 
ter rather than calling a squadron meeting and amnouncing my leaving and your 
new commanding officer, 
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SECRE! 


During the month of June 45 the Squadron experienced a considerable 
turnover in personnel, both officer's and enlisted men. With the Theater 
redeployment program becoming increasingly active, enlisted men with a 
critical army Service Rating Score who could be released as non-essential, 
were transferred to other units scheduled for return to the Zone of the 
Interior. A small percentage of those with lower ASR scores within the 
category slated for direct redeployment to an active theater were also re- 
assigned, Other transfers from the organization included ground and combat 
personnel eligible for redeployment through the States for recuperation and 
retraining, however, this group was on a limited scale. 


Personnel records of the Squadron, formerly maintained by the Base Personnel 
Office, were moved to the Squadron Orderly Room during the first part of the 
month. These records included the officer's WD AGO forms 66-1, 66=2, and 201 
files; enlisted personnel records, WD AGO forms 20, Qualification Card; and 
Service Records, WD AGO forms 24, and 201 files, This arrangement made it 
necessary to establish the Squadron persomel office in a separate building 
from the orderly room, since space was insufficient for the additional records 
and personnel clerks. Tho orderly room, under the direction of lst Sgt Thomas, 
is used as the headquarters for passes, furloughs, billeting, end details such 
as KP and Guard Duty directly involving the men. The removal of personnel 
records to an adjoining building has proved satisfactory in allowing more room 
for the work to be done both in the orderly room and personnel office. 


The major operational missions flown by the Squadron during the month were 
two (2) Troop Ferrying Missions to Casablanca, and one (1) Prisoner of War Mission 
to Station R-87 on the Continent. 


On 2 June 45 the first Troop Ferrying Mission was flowm by eighteen (18) 
officer's, eighteen (18) enlisted men and six (6) aircraft. Personnel of a 
Be24 Bombardment Group were flom to Casablanca on this mission. 


The Prisoner of War Mission on 5 June was flown by thirty three (33) officer's, 
twenty two (22) enlisted crew members with ten (10) aircraft taking part in the 
transportation of French prisoners of War from Austria to France. 


Air Force Combat personnel were transported to Casablanca on 4 June 45 on 
the second Troop Ferrying Mission of the month, Crew members and aircraft 
remained overnight at Casablanca on this mission, returning to the Base the 
next day. Bighteon (18) officer's, eighteen (18) enlisted men, and six (6) air- 
craft of the Squadron took part in the operation.

Their principal duty is the delivery and collection of mail and is to be dis- 
tinguished from duties of Army mail clerks, including bonded regimental or 
similar unit mail clerks so designated, who are appointed under the provisions 
of Public Law 2368, 77th Congress, primarily for the handling of money order, 
stemp and registry services.
